I and  Mrs.  Tom  James,  wife  of 
j-BYU’s  special  courses  and  confer- 
ences coordinator,  were  the  first 
two  class  members  to  reach  the 
wreckage.  Cox’s  wife,  Kaye,  found 
TSgt.  “Al”  Hopwood’s  wallet  under 
a rock  near  the  scene  of  the  crash. 
Hopwood  was  stationed  at  Shepherd 
AFB,  Wichita  Falls,  Texas. 

Papers  found  in  a portfolio  in- 
dicated that  Hopwood  had  been  to 
New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Reno,  Ne- 
vada; and  had  last  gassed  up  at 
Edde’s  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  Novem- 
ber 22,  1965. 


INDICATIONS  SHOWED  that 
the  plane  probably  crashed  due  to 
poor  weather.  It  was  found  approxi- 
mately 100  yards  from  the  top  of 
the  peak.  Hopwood’s  body  was 
thrown  out  of  the  plane  with  his 
feet  pointing  toward  the  rim  of  the 
peak.  The  remains  of  the  body 
were  badly  decomposed. 

It  looked  as  though  the  plane  had 
burned  for  a short  time,  but  per- 
sonal effects  found  in  the  plane 
were  still  in  good  condition.  On 
Sunday,  professor  Packer  brought 
out  the  plane’s  log  to  establish  the 
identity  of  the  plane  and  body. 

MONDAY  MORNING,  Universe 
reporters  climbed  up  to  the  wreck- 
age for  the  purpose  of  taking  still 
and  moving  pictures. 

Duchesne  County  sheriff’s  deput- 
ies were  to  hike  into  the  area  Tues- 
day guided  by  Tom  James  to  in- 
vestigate the  seven-month  old 
wreckage. 

BILL  SAMPSON,  registration 
officer  at  BYU,  and  James,  also 
hiked  to  the  area  Monday.  Sampson 
found  several  personal  effects,  in- 
cluding a gold  cap  from  one  of 
Hopwood’s  teeth,  money  amounting 
to  a litle  over  five  dollars,  one 
suitcase,  a “ditty”  bag,  and  an- 
other portfolio. 

The  wreckage  was  scattered  over 
an  area  of  some  200  feet,  with 
engine  parts,  glass,  radio  equip- 
ment, helmet,  and  other  related 
items  being  found.
